The  highest  yield  of  barley  obtained  from  among  tht>  first  scle<ted  plants  was  that  of 
the  Imperial  Improved  American,  which  gavt;  1,8!>2  fold.  This,  however,  is  a  six-rowed 
barley  of  light  weight  and  inferior  quality.  The  heaviest  yielders  among  the  six-rowed 
barlevK  were  as  follows  : — 
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The  largest  yield  among  the  two-rowed  sorts  was  that  of  the  Danish  Chevalier, 
which  produced  1,20:3  fold.  The  smallest  yield  of  barley  from  the  plants  of  the  first 
selection  was  125  fold.     In  the  second  selection  of  3  or  4  plants,  the  largest  yield  among

98  selected  plants  was  from  a  variety 
known  as  SS.otch  oats,  from  British  Columbia,  whi.h  gave  ;!,5;?!i  fold,  the  lowest  was 
from  an  unnamed  variety  obtained  from  Oregon,  whi.h  gave  ;55')  fold,  the  av.'rage  of  the 
plants  of  the  lirst  selection  being  1,458  lold.
